10 Paragraphs 3-4 of the Office Action 

Claims 1-5 and R arc rejected under 35 USC § 102(c) as being aniicipatcd by 
Szmidt et al. Claims 6-7 and 9-10 arc rcjecled under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over S/.midt et al. in view of Roh. 

Claim I has been amended to include the limitations of the covering and the 

1 5 carrying handle. Claim I includes the limiLation of an arcuate panel which ensures that 
the panel will correctly hold an infant therein, particularly when being Imnspoitcd with 
the carrying handle. The cover aids in ensuring thai an infant being carried in the panel 
will not slide off of the paneK The positioning of the legs of carrying handle places the 
center of gravity toward the middle of the panel. This again ensures that an Infant will 

20 not slide off the panel when the pancJ is lifted with the carrying hajidle. 

The Examiner has cited Szmidt for Ihe JTnding of an arcuate panel. Howcvcrj» 
there is nothing which indicates that the chair of S/midt shows an arcuate panel. The 
Examiner first indicates that the panel is shown in Szmidt by numeral 14. f fowever, 
element 14 is defined as a seat portion by Szmidt and is used in varying places in the 

25 figures to show the scat in general as well a.s the sides of the seaL Second, there is 
nothing in Szmidt to suggest that Szmidt has an arcuate and concave surface. In 
particular, the seat 14 of S^midt^ includes a seat back 22 and a seating shelf 25. Since the 
seating shelf 25 extends outwardly from the seat back 22, Szmidt actually includes 
alternating portions of conceive and convex sections so tliat the seat shelf 25 can be 

30 formed. 
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The Exaininer has also cited Symidt lor the finding oPa harness and a c&hyin§^2^>^^>^t<^^^ .s;/YrirJ: ior: tnc 
handle. However, the supposed handle of Szaiidt is actually part of the harness- bar '3.3<&?*tm»n/ac:A;o/>in^

Applicant's device further includes wheels thai extend out of the pinfel as oppdsal ' 
to wheels positioned outside oFthe side walls as is described in Szmidl. This makes for a 
more compact design, which is required for ensuring the seal fiis within a vehicle and to 
prevent the wheels from hitting the legs of a person carrying the scat. 

Rob has been cited for a covering. However, the covering of Roh is not alliiched 
t« the baby scat but is designed to be interchanged between baby seats and thus is 
removably secured with a band. Apphcant uses smips for a rigid fit to ensure that a child 
will not slide out between the panel and the cover. This is important for the purpose of 
applicant's device and further enhances the infant retaining structure of applicant's 
device. 

As applicant's device includes elements, described above, which arc not Included 
in the prior art, the prior art citations, cither singly or in a combination, cannot form 
20 applicant's device. For these reasons, applicant believes that claim I , and all remaining 
claims depending from claim I are in condition for allowance. 

Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested by the applicant.
